MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 9th December, 1997 

S.0.838(E).— Whereas an industrial dispute arose between the management of Pawan Hans Helecoptors Ltd, Mumbai 
and their workman (Pilots) represented by Pawan Hans Pilots’ Guild (PHPG); 

Whereas the said management and the workmen represented by Pawan Hans Pilots’ Guild (PHPG) Mumbai have by 
written agreement under Sub-section (i) of Section 10-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) agreed to refer the 
said dispute to arbitration and have forwarded to the Central Government a copy of the said agreement; 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 10-A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) referred the said Industrial dispute for arbitration vide order No. L-11030/01/97-IR-CI dated the 19th 
June, 1997; 

And whereas the said union resorted to strike w.e.f. 27th November, 1997 effecting the entire flying operations for 
ONGC at Mumbai as also the oil production work of the ONGC; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred under Sub-section 4-A of Section 10-A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 14 of 1947) hereby prohibit the continuance of the aforesaid strike in the public interest 
with immediate effect.
